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ony  Boucher's  program  "Golden  Voices"  has  been  on  the  air  almost  as  long 
itself — since  1949.  A  critic,  detective  story  and  science-fiction  writer  and 

r.  Boucher  has  been  a  collector  of  rare  operatic  and  vocal  recordings  for 

thirty  years.  He  has  been  an  ardent  opera  fan  as 
long  as  he  can  remember.  His  collection  began 
during  his  high  school  years  when  Victor  records 
became  double-sided  and  dealers  sold  out  the  old 
single  siders  ...  at  reduced  rates.  Some  of  the 
rarest  recordings  in  his  large  collection  were  ob- 
tained at  thrift  shops  for  ten  cents.  In  his  exper- 
ience rare  records  are  found  at  the  economic  ex- 
tremes— very  expensive  at  auctions,  or  very  cheaply 
in  musty  shops.  His  records  number  between  six 
and  seven  thousand. 


KPFA  listeners  to  "Golden  Voices"  hear  the 
actual  pressings  made  of  the  original  recording, 
whenever  possible.  Although  historical  records  of 
famous  singers  are  being  reproduced  on  LPs,  filters 
are  used  to  reduce  noise — which  also  reduce  the 
full  range  of  the  voice.  For  this  reason,  Mr.  Boucher 
continues  to  program  the  original  78s. 

A  second  generation  native  Californian,  Mr. 
Boucher's  plans  for  a  career  shifted  from  physics  in  high  school,  to  linguistics  in 
college,  to  playwriting  after  that.  After  several  years  of  not  selling  plays,  he  published 
a  mystery  novel  in  1936.  From  then  on  he  has  been  continually  in  print. 

In  1949  Mr.  Boucher  founded,  with  J.  Francis  McComas  "The  Magazine  of  Fan- 
tasy and  Science  Fiction",  stressing  quality  and  orginality.  A  reviewer  for  the  Chron- 
icle, New  York  Times,  and  New  York  Herald  Tribune,  and  a  writer  and  editor  of 
magazines  and  books,  Mr.  Boucher  still  finds  time  to  continue  his  historical  record 
collecting  and  his  nine-year  old  program  on  KPFA.
